UNSATISFACTORY BACON 
POSITION. 

Prevailing conditions are anything but con- 
ducive to business, and there is as yet littie 
evidence of buyers operating for the 
Christmas trade. The mild weather condh- 
tions are against retailers holding anything 
like substantial stocks of commodities of a 
perishable nature, and more _ seasonable 
weather would undoubtedly stimulate 
demand. So far as bacon is concerned, the 
position generally is very unsatisfactory, and 
there appears to he little prospect of any 
improvement until the turn of the year. A 
disappointing demand for all cures has been 
experienced during the past week, and, with 
sellers having to grant concessions to induce 
business, it was decided at the weekly meet- 
ing of the local Bacon Committee to reduce 
the prices of Danish, Swedish and Dutch 6s 
and Polish 5s. to 6s. per cwt. Irish has fol- 
lowed in the North to the extent of 4s. per 
cwt. There is no doubt that bacon is now 
being sold at u.uch below the cost of pro- 
duction. Spot prices for [Irish are nominal, 
as has been the case for some time past; 
Danish ranges from about 41s. to 47s., 
Swedish 39s. to 44s., and Dutch 38s. to 44s. 
At the corresponding period of last year Irish 
ruled nominal, Danish was quoted €%s. to 
68s., and Swedish and Dutch 55s. to 62s. 

CONTINENTAL BUTTER FIRM. 

The Danish official quotation for butter 
has been wired 10 kroner higher, and “top” 
now stands at 228 kroner per 100 kilos. At 
the corresponding period of last year the 
figure was 210 kroner, and in 1929 304 kroner 
A firm tone is reported for Continental 
makés, which have advanced, but Colonial 
are the turn lower owing to the good supplies 
now available. The continued mild weather 
has stimulated laying to such an extent that 
best English new-laid eggs are now cbtain 
able at keenly competitive prices with 1m- 
ported. Values of Irish eggs in this centre 
are generally nominal 

CATTLE AND SHEEP. 

Although Salford had allowed the Christmas 
Fat Cattle Show to lapse, it is being revived 
by Manchester on a more ambitious scale 
than ever on Monday text. Some handsome 
trophies and substantial money prizes are 
being awarded in the various sections, and 
entries of live stock have been received from 
some of the leading breeders in the country. 
At last ‘lusday’s market supplies of. Irish 
and home-fed fat cattle, sheep and lambs 
showed a tvbstantial reduction, and, with a 
rather more active demand, prices somewhat 
favoured _ sellers. At the Manchester Pig 
Market supplies generally were fairly mood, 
and best cutters and sizeable bacon pigs 
cleared steadily at full late rates, but fat 
and heavy pigs were in poor request. At 
the Manchester Dead Meat Market a quiet 
trade was experienced throughout the week,

but prices generally showed little variation, | 


and there was, if anything, a steadier feeling 
towards the close. 
CHRISTMAS POULTRY. 

Prospects for Christmas‘ poultry have not 
opened under favourable conditions, financially 
and otherwise; there have been many adverse 
circumstances at work which have disturbed 
the normal trend of events. In regard to 
Irish and home-fed turkeys, it is thought that 
these will not be so abundant as usual. 
Weather conditions which prevailed at the 
time of the rearing of the birds “was not 
altogether favourable. It is difficult to 
forecast the trend of values for Irish and 
English turkeys, so much depends on the 
demand and the general economic situatior 
French supplies may be regarded as normal, 
but the rate of exchange will make @he cost 
of angry relatively dear. Fair quantities 
are expected from other Continental sources, 
but these birds are, of course, of the lighter 
weights. Limited supplies of frozen chickens 
and game may be forthcoming from Russia. 


LIVERPOOL MEAT IMPORTS. 


Seven steamers landed cattle and fresh meat 
at Liverpool during the past week from the 
various North and South American and 
Colonial ports, with freights as follow :—The 
Duchess of Atholl, from Montreal, with 200 
boxes of pork and 853 boxes of meat; the 
Natia, from Buenos Ayres, with 54,012 sheep 
and lamb carcases, 57 carcases and 1,625 cases 
of pork, 3,762 bags, etc., of meat, and 27,395 
quarters of beef; the Laurentic, from Mon- 
treal, with 21 boxes of meat; the Montcalm, 
from Montreal, with 460 boxes of meat; the 
Andania, from New York, with 1,788 boxes 
of pork; the Port Brisbane, from Australia, 
with 29,786 sheep and lamb carcases, 800 bags 
of meat and 5, quarters of beef; and the 
Manchester Commerce, from Montreal, with 
256 cattle—making a total of 256 cattle, 
83,798 sheep and lamb carcases, 3,670 cases 
and carcases of pork, 5,896 bags, etc., of 
meat and 32,751 quarters of beef. Compared 
with the arrivals of the preceding week, these 
figures show an increase of 103 carcases and 
cases of pork, and a decrease of 80 cattle, 
23,381 sheep and lamb carcases, 352 bags, 
etc., of meat, and 4,358 quarters of beef.

IN NEGOTIATIONS. 

The Rubber Market has been in a state of 
expectant suspense throughout the past week. 
There have undoubtedly been developments 
and movements in the rubber world. Repre- 
sentatives of Dutch rubber producers have 
been in London, and both they and represen- 
tatives of British interests have been seen at 
the British Colonial Office. Beyond these facts 
there is no official news. 

The general guess at the meaning of these 
movements and discussions is that Dutch in- 
interests have evinced a desire to resume 
negotiations for a possible agreement among 
rubber producers for a restriction of produc- 
tion. Moreover, the belief is expressed that 
the disussions have proceeded far enough for 
the matter to be taken up directly between 
the British and Dutch Governments.

GILT-EDGED AGAIN A 
FIRM FEATURE. 


There was cnly a small attendance 
of members in the London Stock markets 
on Saturday, and this, ‘coupled with 
the fact that it was the last day 
of the account, exercised a restricting 1n- 
fluence on trading, so that the volume of 
dealings put through were on an even smaller 
scale than is usual on a Saturday. Markets 
generally made a dull start, and it was in 
only a few directions that any strength was 
apparent in the subsequent dealings. British 
Funds, however, developed strength in sym- 
athy with the further appreciable advance 
in sterling, and the initial fractional declines 
were more than wiped out, the market closing 
firm all round. The Industrial markets, 
however, remained quiet throughout the day, 
though Cunards and the principal banks 
showed some recovery.

ENNIS, Saturday. 
-T a meeting of the Clare Branch of the 
A Irish National Teachers’ Organisation, 
which was held in Ennis, the proposed 
“ yt’ in teachers’ salaries was discassed. 
The proceedings were private. 

At the meeting a circular letter was read 
from the Central Executive of the Teachers’ 
Organisation stating that the Free State Go- 
vernment proposed to make a further six per 
vent. “cut.” in the salaries of teachers, and 
if accepted willingly by the teachers the 
Minister for Finance had intimated that he 
would regard it as a satisfact contribu- 
tion to the general sacrifice in the interests 
of national economy. If the teachers rejected 
this proposal it was stated that the Govern- 
ment would feel itself at hberty to review 
the teachers’ salaries in view of the present 
financial stringeney in the country. 

The meeting interpreted the circular letter 
as meaning that if the teachers did not agree 
to the proposed ‘‘cnt” an attempt would be 
made, perhaps, to enforce a more severe re- 
duction in salaries. It was pointed out that 
ihe teachers already were suffering from a 
fourteen per cent. “cut.” It also was stated 
‘hat the Government was prepared to take 

er liability for the pensions of ex-teachers.

PROPOSALS. 


GOVERNMENT’S PLANS 
TO BE DISCUSSED.

Teachers’ Organisation were held all 

over the Free State on Saturday to 
consider the Government’s proposals tor a 
reduction of primary teachers’ salaries and a 
new arrangement about the Teachers’ Pen- 
Hon Fund. 

[he Governmen,’s proposals, which will be 
finally considered by a delegate meeting of 
the I. N.4.0. in Dublin next Saturday, are 
as follows :— 

$ reduction of 6 per cent. in teachers’ 
salaries, making, with the existing 4 per 

t. pension contribution, a tota} reduc. 
tion of 10 per cent. on existing salaries. 

The State to accept liability for pay- 
ment of teachers’ pensions. 

Existing rights of teachers to return of 
contributions to be preserved. 

Junior Assistant Mistresses and lay 
assistants in convent and monastery 

‘schools to become pensionable; terms in 

regard to back service and other details 
to be the subject of further discussion. 

These proposals are put forward without 
prejudice, and in the event of their non- 
aceeptance by the teachers, the Government 
will reconsider the matter in the light of 
existing financial necessities. 


CIRCULAR LETTER. 


The following cireular letter from Mr. T. 
| (Connell, General Secretary of the 
[NA.1.0., was read at all the branch meet- 
“ While for some months there had been 
rather persistent rumours of a ‘cut’ in 
teachers’ salaries, it was not until some six 
weeks ago that the Executive obtained in- 
formation which convinced them that such a 
‘cut’ was undoubtedly tmpending. They 
had reason then to believe that the Economy 
(Committee set up by the Government some 
years ago had recommended a drastic reduc- 
tion in the salaries of teachers, apart alto- 
gether from any settlement of the outstanding 
question regarding pensions. New taxation 
was introduced shortly after the opemmg of 
the Dail, and the Minister for Finance 
officially informed the House that, in addi- 
tion to the new taxes, economies which would 
bring in approximately half a million were 
necessary to balance the current Budget. 
\fter the deputation on inspection to the 
Minister for Education on November 9h, 
during which the position, especially in re- 
ference to the pension question, was briefly 
discussed, there was no longer any doubt in 
the minds of the Executive that a ‘cut’ in 
teachers’ salaries would form part of the 
Government’s economy scheme. 

On November 14th representatives of the 
Executive had a two hours’ interview with 
the Ministers for Finance and Education. 
Arising out of that interview a communica- 
tion was received from the Minister for 
Finance, which was considered by the Execu- 
tive at a meeting held on December 5th. Four 
members of the Executive had a further in- 
lerview with the two Ministers on December 
(th, As a result of these discussions the 
Government have now submitted to the 
Executive the proposals enclosed herewith, 
and have imtimated that, if these are accepted, 
they will ‘ regard the teachers as having made 
th contribution towards the general 
Sacrifices that are necessary to balance the 
Budget.’ This means that the proposals are 
intended to dispose of the impending ‘ cut ' 
in salaries. together with the outstanding 
question of pensions. 


OPEN TO REVIEW. 
submitting these proposals the 
states that the Government are 
that the «economies and cuts which 
‘he fall in revenue makes absolutely neces- 
sary should, if possible, take place with the 
acquiescence of those affected; that they are 
therefore, to demand from the 
‘distinctly less than they had con- 
templated, provided the adjustment can be 
ellected with concent.’ , 
_ Ín reply to a query as to whether, if these 
proposals were accepted and the financial 
position were, in the course of a year or two, 
to Improve substantially, the question would 
he reconsidered, the Minister says that he 
agrees that ‘ the case would be open to review 
if there were a substantial change in the 
inancial position.’ 
in compliance with the undertaking given 
fo Congress, the Executive have decided to 
put the Government’s proposals before the 
teachers for their consideratior. 
It is not only impracticable but inadvis- 

alle to set out in full in this circular all the 
considerations which must be taken into 
account in coming to a decision in regard to 
these proposals. These considerations will be 
put iully and unreservedly before the con- 
ference in private session. It is of the utmost 
importance, therefore, that delegates who are 
Selected to attend this conference should not 
he bound beforehand by any decision of their 
branches to vote for the rr mag or rejec- 
‘ion of the Government's offer. Obviously, 
until all the arguments for and against are 
fully threshed out it is not possible to come 
to a proper decision.”

In 1928 Mrs. Winters admitted that her 
hushand had asked for, and was given, per- 
mission to stable his horse in the stable. and 
since then continued to use the stable 
jointly with the parishioners up to 1930. 
When Mrs. Winters’s farm was Ped re zis- 
tered this plot and the stable were included, 
and the parishioners were excluded from the 
use of the place. The plaintiffs asked for

The Best Tariff. 


Despite the stringency of the times and 
the growing lack of ready money, the lure 
of the shops, as Christmas approaches, 
seems to be as strong as ever it was. 
The good weather cf recent weeks has 
encouraged shoppers to do their business 
early, and Dublin’s streets have been 
crowded throughout the day. Every year 
the old problem of the Christmas 1] “sent 
presents itself again, and every year it 
seems to have acquired some r.w element 
of difficulty. This year, however, one 
guiding rule ought to be followed by every 
purchaser. Only goods of Irish and 
British manufacture ought to be bought, 
when these are equal to the best of 
their kind. Since the abandonment of 
the gold standard the need for the 
conservation of the resources of these 
islands has increased enormously. Every 
penny that is spent on the purchase 
of a foreign article helps to keep the 
pound sterling depressed. and, in conse- 
quence, to improve the economic position 
of foreign countries at the expense not 
only of Great Britain, out also of Jreland. 
Nowadays people seem to reyard high 
tariffs as a panacea for econoinic troubles ; 
but the bcst tariff that ever was invented 
is the determination of purchasers to buy 
nothing but goods that are produced in 
their own country. If the people of this 
country were determined to confine their 
purchases to Irish and British goods. 
import duties would become unnecessary, 
and, if the inhabitants of Great Britain 
took such a resolve, their economic cifh 
culties very quickly would vanish. At 
the moment shoppers are encouraged to 
support home industry by the mere fact 
that the fall in the value of the pcund 
has caused an automatic increase in 
the price of foreign goods. Common-sense, 
therefore, a; well as patriotism, demands 
that there shall be no preference for 
foreign presents this year. '“ Buy Irish or 
British ” ought to be the slogan of every 


shopper. 


A Museum of Crime. 


Cesare Lombroso’s theory that the 
criminal is a special type may not find 
general acceptance to-day, but it is largely 
due to his researches that modern civilisa- 
tion. has - accepted crimonology as a 
scientific study. It is appropriate, there- 
fore, that Rome should be the place in 
which a special Museum of Crime has been 
opened. Broadly, the purpose of this 
museum, which owes its existence to the 
initiative of Signor Rocco, the Italian 
Minister for Justice, is to present, both 
by its exhibits and by its very extensive 
library, a centre of reference for all who 
are interested in the history of crime and 
its suppression. According to the Rome 
Correspondent of The Times, the material 
is divided into three sections. The first 
deals with crime and its execution; the 
second presents the attempts of authority 
to cope with it, and the third concerns 
itself with punishments. Sub-divisions 
are numerous, but the second section, 
which includes not only methods of detec- 
tion, but also procedure in criminal] courts, 
probably will furnish most information to 
students of this important subject. Classes 
will be held for the instruction of police, 
prison officials and those who are attend- 
ing courses in penal law at the university. 
The comprehensive nature of this museum 
and its sane purpose ought to be of world- 
wide value ; for it is unhappily true that 
the complexity of our civilisation to-day 
has made the treatment of criminal 
tendencies a problem of the first magni-

BRITISH TRADE AFFECTED. 


Japan's re-imposition of the embargo on 
the export of gold is an important develop- 
ment for British traders. writes the Press 
Association's Citv Correspondent. It means

that Japan has now joined the list of 
countries which has followed Great Britain 
off the gold standard. 

For many years after the world war 
Japan maintained a ban on the export of 
gold, and the yen was then a fluctuating 
quantity on the exch’ 1g» markets of the 
world. 

In January, 1931, the country’s finances 
had been rehabilitated sufficiently to 
allow the gold market to be freed. 

A large amount of gold has recently 
been leaving the country for America 
owing to Japan’s heavy overseas debt obli- 
gations and the unsatisfactory balance of 
trade, the consequent low exchange value 
cf the yen making such movements 
possible. 

This loss of gold was considerable, and, 
unless the exports could k -p the countrv 
definitely on a gold basis, it would have 
been useless to allow further shipments 
to be made. This consideration was 
doubtless one of those which induced the 
Japanese authorities to re-impose the ex- 
port ban. 


COMPETITION IN COTTON. 


Another urge in tle same direction was 

probably the advantage which Japanese 
trade might reap from going off the gold 
standard. Even when this standard was 
in force in both Great Brita’n and Japan 
the Japanese were always very keen com- 
petitors with this country, particularly in 
the cotton textile industry. With the 
abandonment of the gold standard in 
Britain British manufacturers had a 
temporary exchange advantage which 
greatly reduced the force of Japanese com- 
petition. 
_ The sterling parity of the Japanese yen 
18 approximately two shillings and a half- 
penu,, but the actual exchange rate had 
recently been over three shillings. The 
difference between these two fig~res reflects 
the depreciatio nof sterling in Japanese 
currency resulting from our own lapse 
from go!d. 

What the rate will be to-day is proble- 
metical now that Japan has also aban- 
doned the gold standard. 

The gold reserve of the Bank of Japan 
(adds a Tokyo message) fell last month 
to 580.000.000 ven (£77,400,000) compared 
with 819,600,000 yen in November. 1930, 
and 1,062,700,000 yen in November. 1929.

IE danger of a milk shortage in 
Dublin was averted on Saturday 
night last by the representatives of certain 
distributors coming to an agreement with 
representatives of the Leinster Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Association on the main question 
at issue—a price of ls. ld. per gallon clear 
to the producer for milk supplied during 
the winter months 

During the day there were meetings 
between some of the principal distributors 
and their suppliers. In both cases there 
was failure to reach agreement, and the 
eRe g said they would be compelled to 
old up supplies unless the matter was 
settled through the Association. 

Subsequently, as stated, a private con- 
ference was held between delegates from 
the Leinster Milk Producers’ Association 
and several distributors, with the result 
that an agreement was reached on the 
following basis:—The producers will 
receive 1s. ld. clear per gallon for milk 
collected at their own premises from now 
until ólst March, 1932; 1s. clear per 
gallon from 3lst March until 14th April 


next, and 1ld. per gallon from 14th April | months. 


until 30th April. 
LAST-MINUTE HOPES. 


Twenty Dublin milk distributors yester- 
day agreed to pay ls. ld. a gallon to the 
Leinster milk distributors for the milk 
during the winter months, and it seems 
fairly definite that the threatened milk 
“war ” will be averted. 

There are about twelve milk distributors 
in Dublin who, up to a late hour last 
night, had not come to an agreement with 
the producers. One of these is a Dublin 
dairy which is regarded as the third 
largest distributor in the city. 

A member of the Leinster Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Association told an Irish Times 
representative last night that, so far, the 
farmers are quite satisfied, and he ex 
pressed the opinion that within the next 
twenty-four hours a number of the distri- 
butors would sign the agreement. His 
Association represented about six hundred 
Leinster farmers, and of these about five 
hundred had some to an agreement with 
their distributors. 


SUPPORT FROM CORK. 

On Saturday Cork County Committee 
of Agriculture passed a resolution request- 
ing creameries in County Cork to refrain 
from sending supplies to Dublin during 
the pending milk “war,” except at a 
standard price of ls. ld. per gallon. The 
resolution continued: “ We pledge our 
support to the producers in their efforts to 
secure a fair return for their labours.’’

CONFERENCE. 


MR. BENNETT ON NEW 
ECONOMIC EMPIRE.

HALIFAX (NOVA SCOTIA), 
Saturday. 

Mr. Bennett, the Canadian Prime 
Minister, arrived here to-day on his 
return from his visit to Great Britain. 

The day of a centralised Empire is past, 
he said, in an interview with Reuter’s 
Correspondent. We no longer live in a 
political Empire. We must see that our 
ability and our resources are thrown into 
the enterprise of building and strengthen- 
ing an economic union. 

Mr. Bennett went on to say that the 
motherland was meeting her problems with 
high confidence in their solution, and that 
the coming Economic Conference was 
probably the most important event of its 
kind ever held within the Commonwealth 
of Nations. 

The statement of Mr. J. H. Thomas to 
the House of Commons that Great Britain 
was committed to the idea of a wheat 
quota was particularly gratifying. I am 
sure, he added, that that statement will 
be received with satisfaction by Canada. 
It marks the adoption of reciprocal trade 
agreements within the Empire. 

Everywhere I went in the motherland, 
said Mr. Bennett, people were looking 
forward to the Conference in the belief 
that we shall lay at Ottawa the founda- 
tions of a new economic Empire wherein 
Canada is destined to play a part of ever- 
increasing importance. 


MR. N. CHAMBERLAIN’S 
STATEMENT. 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain referred to 
the Imperial Conference at Ottawa in his 
speech on Saturday night at Birmingham. 
There is going to be no bolting of the 
doors this time, he said. We are 
determined, when we come to go, it shall 
be in a spirit of determination that we 
will not start until we have made an 
arrangement which will not only encourage 
inter-imperial trade, which I regard as of 
the greatest importance for the future of 
the country, but which will establish 
relationships between the various countries 
of the Empire on a new footing, more 
solidly based on material interests, per- 
haps more durable than anything that 
has existed up to now.

LORD TOMLIN’S SON 
A VICTIM. 


CRASH WITNESSED BY 
CLUB MEMBERS. 


HE Hon. George Garrow Tomlin, 

elder son of Lord Tomlin, was killed 

in an air crash at Nazeing Aerodrome, 
Lssex, yesterday. 

Mr. Tomlin, who was a member of the 
Herts and Essex Aero Club, was flying a 
Moth machine, and his flight was watched 
by a number of members of the club. 

The ’plane nose-dived from a height of 
about a thousand feet, and then burst 
into flames. 

Although members of the club inmii..e- 
diately rushed to the wrecked machine, 
there was no hope of saving Mr. Tomlin. 

An official of the club who saw the crash 
stated that Mr. Tomlin had done quite a 
lot of solo flying, and had been a member 
of the club for the past three or four 
He got his “A” licence from 
the Air Ministry only last week. 

“ He was a good pilot, and one of the 
most popular men in the club,’’ he added. 

Mr. Tomlin was a bachelor, aged thirty- 
three, and a barrister of Lincoln’s Inn. 
He left Magdalen College, Cambridge, to 
serve in the Navy during the War. and 
at 22 retired with the rank of Lieutenant. 
He was called to the Bar in 1926. 


MASS OF FLAMES. 


“Mr. Tomlin had been up about a 
quarter of an hour,” said the Secretary of 
the Herts and Essex Aero Club, Mr. F. 
D. Darlow, who saw the accident. ‘ He 
put the machine into a spin and righted 
it as a manceuvre. Then the movement 
was repeated, and this time the Moth 
spun to the ground. 

“The aeroplane was a mass of flame al- 
most at once. People from bungalows 
near by ran out to help the members of 
the club, but any attempt to get Mr. 
Tomlin out was impossible. 

“Even had the machine not caught fire 
I think there would have been no hope for 
him. The impact was too great. The 
Moth was a club machine, and he was 
familiar with it. He was very fond of 
flying, and had spent much time here at 
week-ends.’’ 


PARENTS TOLD. 


Lord and Lady Tomlin, who were at 
their house at Clifton place, Sussex square, 


‘London, heard of the accident by tele- 


phone, the tidings being conveyed by an 
official of the Aero Club. 

Lord Tomlin of Ash, who is sixty-four, 
has been a Lord of Appeal-in-Ordinary 
since 1929. He was a Judge of the High 
Court, Chancery Division, from 1923 to 
1929. He has held two important State 
chairmanships, presiding over the Royal 
Commission on Awards to Inventors and 
the Civil Service Commission. 


AEROPLANE CRASHES 
AFTER A SPIN.

PASSENGER EXTRICATED 
FROM WRECK. 


Captain Cecil Albert Baker was killed 
and Mr. Oliver Evans, a passenger, was 
seriously injured when an aeroplane got 
into a spin and nose-dived into a field at 
St. Lythan’s, near Cardiff, yesterday. 

They were taking part in an instruc- 
tional flight, Captain Baker being one of 
the founders of the Cardiff Flying Club 
and Mr. \Evans a member. 

They were flying near the club’s aero- 
drome on the top of Tumble Hill. Captain 
Baker was the pilot, and, according to 
members of the club, the ’plane get into a 
spin and suddenly dived from a consider- 
able height. 

Captain Baker, who lived at Cowbridge 
road, Cardiff, was killed outright, but club 
members who rushed to the wrecked 
machine er that Mr. Evans, who lives 
at St. Fagan’s road, Ely, Cardiff, was 
alive, although seriously injured. 

After some difficulty he was extricated, 
and was taken to the Cardiff Royal 
Infirmary. 


TERRIBLE INJURIES. 


The ‘plane crashed with tremendous 
force, and parts were embedded in the 
ground. The fuselage and cockpit had to 
be cut away before Captain Baker’s body 
could be reached. It was terribly 
mutilated. Mr. Evans escaped with cuts 
on the head and bruised ribs, and lost two 
teeth. On inquiry at Cardiff Royal 
Infirmary last night Mr. Evans was stated 
to be comfortable. 

This was the second fatal air crash 
yesterday, and the fifteenth civil aviation 
accident in Great Britain this year, the 
total death roll being twenty-three.

The ‘first part of the motion, re- 
ferring to the increased charges for electric 
current, is, of course, a matter solely for 
the Electricity Supply Board, and it 
would seem that a censure motion which 
omitted all reference to the increased 
charges would be futile. In any case, as 
Mr. Lemass pointed out, it would be use- 
less to put down a motion in any form 
if the Gevernsient were not disposed to 
give time for debate.

MR. HOOVER AND 
CONGRESS. 


In an editorial article The Times 
remarks :—The seventy-second Congress of 
the United States, elected nine months 
ago, has met in depressing circurastances, 
and there was nothing in the President's 
message to relieve the gloom. Deficits, 
actual and prospective, running into 
thousands of millions of dollars, and an 
unemployed list variously estimated, but 
probaly over the 10,000,000 mark, may 
well make even the sturdiest optimist 
begin to question the grounds of h:s faith. 
Americans in the past have been firmly 
persuaded that their country was exempt 
from the economic misfortunes that might, 
and did, befall others. Three years: ago 
there were few who doubted that in mass 
production, coupled with high wages and 
a highly developed art of salesmanship, 
they had discovered the secret of a great 
and ever-increasing material prosperity. 
The prosperity has now disappeared, and 
the whole nation is anxious to discover 
why it has disappeared, and to find out 
how it can be recovered. 


UNFAVOURABLE FACTORS. 


The new Congress meeting, in these 
circumstances, has great responsibilities 
and great opportunities; but very little 
confidence seems to be felt in the United 
States that it will be able to rise to the 
patriotic effort demanded of it. Both the 
Senate and the House of Representatives 
are almost equally divided in party 
allegiance. In each, taking Democrats 
and discontented Republicans together, 
there is a majority hostile to the 
President; and, since this is the session 
immediately preceding the selection of 
presidential candidates and the presi- 
dential election. considerations of party 
and personal politics are more than ever 
likely to obscure the great national and 
international] issues that have to be faced. 

There is still a chance that Congress 
may be able to free itself from its pre- 
occupations with party politics and with 
the impending presidential election, and 
may be able to devote itself to a serious 
investigation of the causes of the depres- 
sion and of the appropriate remedies. If 
it does, it will find that the United 
States can get back to normal conditions 
only when normal conditions are restored 
throughout the world, when international! 
confidence and credit are re-established 
and international trade is once more free 
to function to the general cdvantage. When 
it has reached that conclusion, it will be 
anxious to co-operate in a general effort 
to remeve the difficulties which now stand 
in the way of economic recovery. Those 
difficulties, whether they arise from war 
debts, reparations, armaments, tariffs or 
any other cause, will not be found in- 
superable if they are attacked with a 
sincere desire all round to find a solution 
in the general interest. In the meantime. 
the machinery of world trade is running 
down, and the need of a final and com- 
ba settlement to restore confidence 
ecomes every day more urgent.

OF WAR DEBTS.

NEW YORK, Sunday. 

O formal notice is to be given to 

debtor nations to the effect that, if 

they fail to make the payments on Tues- 

day which fall due on that date, they 

will not be considered to be in default, 

says the New York. Timés correspondent 
from Washington. 

If, however, the debtor nations make 
inquiry, it is added, the Department of 
State will advise them informally to that 
effect. 

This arrangement is the result of an in- 
formal understanding between the Ad- 
ministration and the Senate leaders, and 
will continue in force pending the rati- 
fication of the Hoover moratorium, which 
cannot take place before December 15. 

This report is confirmed by an Exchange 
telegram from Washincton, which adds 
that, concerning the question of reduction 
of debts, Treasury officials point out that 
there is more Congressional sentiment tn 
favour of a reduction of the British debt 
than in the cases of other countries, 


TREASURER’S STATEMENT. 


A Reuter’s report from Washington on 
Saturday stated that on Friday night Mr. 
Mellon, Secretary of the Treasury, made a 
statement in Congress appreciative of 
Great Britain’s financial difficulties and 
the depreciation of sterling as they affect 
the British taxpayers’ burden of debt, but 
he emphasised that the Administration 
was opposed to cancellation of war debts. 

“No recommendation made by Mr. 
Hoover carries any implication of debt 
cancellation.’’ said Mr. Mellon. “' It 1s, 
however, the uty of those in authority 
to deal with realities, and there is no 
escaping the fact that some of our debtors 
cannot meet in full the payments due to 
us until there has been a substantial 
measure of economic recovery.” 

He cited the financial status of Great 
Britain—‘‘ our best customer ’’--and other 
European nations, and, after referring to 
the events through which Great Britain 
was forced off the gold standard, men- 
tioned the ‘‘ unfavourable factor” that 
resulted in an enormously increased 
burden for the people of Great Britain, 
whose debt to the United States was pay- 
able in gold dollars, while all debts to her 
from foreign Governments, except repara- 
tions payments, were payable in sterling.

Insurance Institute of Ireland was held 

on Saturday night in the Royal 
Hibernian Hotel, Dawson street, Dublin. Mr. 
Frank Moore, Yorkshire Insurance Company, 
presided. 

The Chairman proposed the toast of ‘‘ Ire- 
Jand,” which was duly honoured. 

In ptoposing “ Prosperity to the Irish Free 
State,” the Chairman said that in the ten 
years which had elapsed since the Free State 
was established very solid progress had been 
nade, and they should be very grateful to 
those young men who taken up responsibility 
and run the country successfully. They had 
made considerable headway in establishing 
industries such as sugar beet, and had done 
much for financial and economic stability. 

The farmer was a very important person in 
the insurance business, producing, as he did, 
two-thirds of the wealth of the country, and 
he thought that something more would have 
to be done to help him, because he was 
subject to uneconomic prices for his produce. 
The Department of Agriculture had done 
excellent work in the way of education and 
advice. He thonght educational work would 
help materially to solve all their troubles. 
They had not suffered to the same extent as 
some of their neighbours, having balanced 
their Budget, but he wondered why the 
Minister for Finance did not try to get money 
from the rich instead of the poor in the shape 
of a duty on Hospital ‘‘Sweep”’ prizes. He 
did not think anybody would object to taking 
£25.000 instead of £35,000.

country, but he had not referred to currency 
or the gold standard, or the slump in the '£. 
He felt that one of the great things of 
modern society was currency stability. If 
they had no currency stability it meant 
that some one section of the community 
was being muleted for the advantage of 
another. If there was inflation, those who 
had taken life insurance policies lost a great 
deal of the value of what they had paid. If 
there was inflation, money lost half its va‘ue. 


STABILISATION. 


_ On the other hand, if the valne of money 
increased, if prices fell all, round, then those 
who had fixed money obligations, those who 


wera debtors, were mulcted for the advan- | 


tage of the creditors. The problem of 
stabilisation was a universal problem, and 
could only be settled hv some sort of inter- 
national organisation. Recent events seemed 
to show that the gold standard on which 
people relied would no longer serve, that it 
was something out of date and barbaric. On 
the other hand, no matter Low much one 
might feel that the gold standard was not 
satisfactory, it was clear that no _ single 
country could itself set up a scientific 
currency. No country with a strong sense of 
public morality could depart with safety from 
the standard that had been almost universal 
and decide to have a currency of its own, 
and continue that currency without some re- 
lation to gold or some international standard. 

Theoretically, of course. paper currency 
could save them from all these disadvantaces, 
but there was no Government anywhere that 
could be trusted to work a paper currency 
and not in times of emergency put the print- 
ing press to work harder than usual. If they 
were working a paper currency of their own, 
wher certain difficulties arose a great many 
people would not take kindly to sixpence in- 
crease on the income tax or fourpence on 
petrol: they would say that the Government 
shonld issue for tlris occasion only half a 
million or one million pounds of new 
currency. The position would be that it 
would lead to a collapse such as was experi- 
enced in Germany and other countries. “ That 
sort of inflation.”’ said Mr. Blythe, ‘* amounts 
te rébbery of those who own money—robhery 
of the hard-working, industrious people who 
have saved a few pounds, whether in the 
stocking or on deposit or by taking out an 
insurance.” 


WORK OF THE LEAGUE. 


Mr. Blythe went on to sav that it was 
for that reason that a very conservative 


oy national principle. 

He regarded the work that the present 
Government was doing in connection with 
the Irish langnage. as the most important 
work that had been done. ‘‘ In my opmiton,”’ 
he said, “it not only will mean that

In the old days the country suffered very 
much because thousands of millions were 
taken out of the country by absentee land- 
lords. Nowadays some people were trying 
to create a new kind of absentee by sending 
their children to be educated in England and 
trying to get them employment in that 
country, or elsewhere ont of Ireland. 
wanted no such feeling as that growing up. 
because in the long run it would cost the 
country as much as absentee landlordism. 
That was the economic justification for the 
Government’s policy’on the Irish language. 
In pursuing that policy they did not want 
to penalise anybody. In so far as they could 
specialise, it was for the young. 


MORE PROGRESS. 

Their policy with regard to Irish was as 
national as the policy of the flag, the 
development of frish tmdaustry, ot the im- 
provement of agriculture. 

‘We want everybody to accept loyally the 
whole national programme,” said Mr. 
Blythe; “we want to have no. particular 
group or class trying to swim against the 
tide.” 

As thev surmounted the temporarv difh- 
culties with which thev were faced at pre- 
sent, he thought they might look forward 
ten vears ahead to even greater nroeress.

Captain Redmond, who was loudly ap- 
plauded, said that the time was now for all

THE FIRST SHOT.

Continuing. he said that the people who 
opposed the Government were not Irish: thev 
had not Trish blood in their veins; they had 
half French, half Spanish. On the other 
hand, they had Redmond aid Cosgrave, who 
were [rish, and he called upon all there to 
support the present Government. If they 
put im another Government, thev could not 
borrow a shilling in ariy market in the 
world. No one would lend them money. 
When the Cosgrave Government came into 
power the country was in a state of chaos. 
They now had a State as well ordered as 
any State in the world. This country had 
made definite progress for the part ten 
years.
